BALTIMORE (AP) -The grand jury 


investigating Spiro T. Agnew resumed 
its inquiry" today while lawyers for 
the vice president returned to their work 
with unprecedented subpoena power to 
search for news leaks in the case. 


The grand jury session, like those that 


preceded it, was held under the strictest 
of security restrictions. 


It was not known what evidence and 


witnesses the jury would hear, but Joel 
Kline, a Montgomery County, Md., land 
developer was seen entering the 
courthouse with his attorney, Stephen 
Sachs. 


It has been reported that Kline told 


prosecutors he collected more than 
$100,000 for Agnew and other Maryland 
politicians and disguised the source of 


Intruder threatens

U.S. District Court Judge Walter E. 


Hoffman Wednesday granted the Agnew 
lawyers broad authority to question 
anyone in the United States "they deem 
appropriate and necessary," providing 
they give the Justice Department at 
least 48 hours' notice. 


"Such depositions...shall be sealed 


and not be made part of any public file," 
Hoffman ruled. He also ordered the 
lawyers and the go%'ernment to keep 
secret the names of those subpoenaed or 
those who testify. 


Among those likely to be called for 


sworn statements are newsmen, 
lawyers, Justice Department officials 
and former and present friends of Ag- 
new who may already have been ques- 
tioned by the prosecutors. 


The grand jury worked for nearly six 


hours Wednesday and was scheduled to 
hear more Agnew evidence today after 
Judge Hoffman warned it publicly to 
ignore news stories about the inves- 
tigation because they "frequently are 
wholly or partially inaccurate." 


"It is your duty to see that no one is put 


on trial for a frivolous or ill-founded 
charge, or merely because the person 
has been subjected to undue publicity," 
the judge told the jurors in a stern lec- 
ture about their responsibilities. 


The judge also cautioned the jury that 


it is not its concern ''whether a person is 
immune from indictment or trial." This 
is the constitutional challenge Agnew's 
lawyers have raised in seeking to halt 
the grand jury investigation on grounds 
a vice president cannot be indicted. 


Segretti aide 
next witness 


WASHINGTON hAP) - A Florida 


Young Republican told the Senate Wat- 
ergate committee today that political 
saboteur Donald H. Segretti hired him to 
sow "confusion, disruption and mal- 
content among Democratic presidential 
candidates."

Segretti testified Wednesday about his 


political pranks and sabotage. Robert M. 
Benz, 25, of Tampa, another associate of 
Segretti, was scheduled to appear before 
the panel later today. 


Kelly, who said he had been heavily 


involved in Florida Young Republican 
activities across the state, told senators 
he was initially paid a modest salary by 
Segretti. 


He said in a prepared statement that 


the salary was to have been increased to 
$700 a month for activities planned to 
take place just before, during and after 
the Democratic National Convention in 
Miami Beach. 


But he said the discovery of the Wat- 


ergate break-in in Washington and the 
investigations that followed prevented a 
planned campaign of provocation. 


"What political future I may have had 


has been virtually wiped out by what I 
did and what I was involved in," he said. 


"Those who live by the sword die by 


the sword," Kelly said. "And I feel that 
these hearings can serve no better 
function than to exemplify the necessity 
of keeping our political system free of 
the things that can make politics corrupt 
and eventually ineffective." 


Both Kelly and Benz have been 


granted immunity from prosecution for 
any testimony they .give that mav 
incriminate them. 


Heart transplant 
rejection blamed 
in Fred Aubey's death 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) -Fred Aubeyof 


Rockford, 111., the first person to receive 
a heart transplant at University Hospit- 
als in Madison, died of viral phenrnonia 
and heart rejection, his doctor said 
Wednesday. 


Dr. Donald Kahn issued a statement 


which said the autopsy showed Aubey 
had a "significant amount of rejection 
involving mostly the small blood vessels 
rather than the destruction of the heart 
muscle iteself." 


He said the rejection "was not obvious 


during the preliminary autopsv 
examination." 


Aubey, 36, died Sept. 15 at his Rock- 


ford home, three days after his release. 
He had received a new heart July 7. 


The hospitals, meanwhile, reported its 


second heart transplant patient, Robert 
Smutz, 47, of Petoskey, Mich., was 
"progressing steadily". He received his 
new heart Sept. 12. 


Nixon won't endorse 
any candidates yet 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 


Nixon says he will not endorse anyone for 
the 1976 Republican presidential 
nomination "until they have been in the 
field of battle" in the primary elections 
that year. 


Nixon told a news conference Wed- 


nesday that history teaches that some 
aspiring senators and governors "can't 
hit the big league pitching" they'll face 
in a presidential campaign. 


"I would like to see who these various 


potential candidates handle themselves 
in primaries before making any decision 
in regard to who should be candidate," 
he said. 


The President gave his views after 


being asked if he stood behind his tem- 
porary opposition to Sen. Charlees H. 
Percy of Illinois as a possible GOP 
standard bearer. 


Acknowledging he once opposed Percy 


because of what he described as a 
misunderstanding, Nixon said the 
senator has a right to seek the 
presidency if he desires, as do "several 
governors or former governors who 
might be a candidate, as well as the 
mayor of Indianapolis (Richard Lugar) 
or a number of senators and one or two 
House members." 


Conspicuously absent from Nixon's 


list was Vice President Spiro T. Agnew. 
An White House aide said this had no 
significance because Nixon was talking 
off the cuff. Included, as an ambitious 
former governor, was John D. Connally, 
who often has been described as the 


President's current favorite for the 
nomination. 


Seeming relaxed as he faced reporters 


in the White House press center, Nixon 
said he has never asked Agnew to resign 
because of the bribe-taking allegations 
he faces and defended as "altogether 
proper" Agnew's vow not to resign even 
if indicted. 


At the same time, Nixon said the 


allegations being made against the vice 
president "are 
serious and not 


frivolous." He defended Assistant Atty. 
Gen. Henry E. Petersen, Agnew's prin- 
cipal target in contending he is the vic- 
tim of persecution. Said Nixon: 


"If I did not support Mr. Petersen's 


handling of the investigation he would 
have been removed at this time." 


Questioned about troubles cf his own, 


Nixon restated his refusal to turn over 
White House tapes to Watergate inves- 
tigators. And regarding federal spend- 
ing on his California and Florida estates, 
Nixon declared, "I think full statements 
have been made over and over again on 
this. 


Asked about his own international 


travel plans, Nixon said he hopes to visit 
Europe in the next three or four months, 
"but it might be sooner than that. But 
not much later." And he said a trip to 
Japan by the end of next year still is in 
the offing. 


Nixon opened the news conference, 


this third in six weeks by announcing 
that Secretary of State Henry A. Kis- 
singer will visit Peking on Oct. 26-29 and 
stop in Japan during the trip.

BOSTON (AP) -Evelyn Wagler was a 


stranger in town. The 24-year-old white 
woman from Chicago arrived last 
weekend to look for a job. 


She moved into the city's Roxbury 


section, which is predominantly black, 
and took up housekeeping with "friends, 
some black, some white. 


A few hours before she died Tuesday 


night, Evelyn Wagler, her body aflame, 
walked into a liquor store and calmly 
asked the clerk to call an ambulance. " 


"Her face was black," said the clerk, 


Fred Cortney. "It was amazing she 
could even talk. Her clothes were smol- 
dering. Her skin was peeling. She 
walked in and said, 'Will you please call 
an ambulance?' Then she turned around 
and walked out, just like nothing hap- 
pened." 


Police say Evelyn Wagler had been set 


on fire by six black youths. They said the 
trouble started about a half hour before 


doused herself, they set her afire 


when Mrs. Wagler set off down Blue Hill 
Avenue in Roxbury to get gasoline for 
her stalled car. 


Before she could finish her 15-minute 


walk, police said, the six young blacks 
jumped her. dragged he'r behind an 
apartment building and forced her to 
drench herself with the gasoline she 
carried. Then they flicked a match and 
left her to burn. 


Mrs. Wagier, who was separated from 


her husband, had spent the day Tuesday 
riding around Boston looking for a job. 
On her way back home that night, her 
car ran out of gas, two blocks from the 
house- 


It was about 9 p.m. She walked down 


Wayne Street, where her friends' neat 
red house is located, to get the gasoline. 
The street, like most in that part of the 
Roxbury section, had shifted from 
predominantly Jewish to overwhel- 
mingly black over the past dozen years. 
Only one white family remains. 


The only nearby service station was

closed, sc Evelyn Wagzer walked 
blocks ;n the opposite direction. 


Big white lamps lit the street, and it 


was quiet. But a few houses away, it 
merged with Blue Hill Avenue, a teem- 
ing, crime-ridden thoroughfare.

Knots of young men and boys moved in 
and out of the shadows of trees that line 
the sidewalk in front of apartment 
buildings. Drunks slurred offers to sell 
dope. Couples strolled. Sirens sounded 
up and down the avenue. 


She had to hurry past liquor stores, 


funeral parlors, soul food restaurants 
and beauty shops. Men loitered in 
doorways. People stood and taiked at the 
corners. 


Her walk halfway completed, Mrs. 


Wagler bought a small car. of gas and 
started back. She walked through Oak 
Hail, one of the many bustling business 
districts or. the avenue. 


A few seconds iater. at 5^5 Blue HUi 


Ave., she was stopped. She 'Aas only 
steps frum the state 'Aeifare office. 
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Food product prices 
fall record 6 per cent 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Farm and food 


product prices fell a record 6 per cent 
last month to lead the biggest decline in 
overall wholesale prices in 25 years, the 
government reported today. 


The big drop in wholesale food prices, 


expected to start showing up on 
supermarket shelves in coming weeks, 
indicates this year's great food price rise 
may be slowing down. 


The Labor Department's Wholesale 


Price Index showed the over-all decline 
in wholesale prices during September 
was 1.8 per cent on an unadjusted basis 
and 1.5 per cent when adjusted for 
seasonal variations. 


The over-all unadjusted decline last 


month was the most in any month since 
a 1.9 per cent drop in February 1948. The 
seasonally adjusted drop last month 
matched the seasonally adjusted decline 
in February 1948. 


The sharp decline in farm products 


reflected lower prices for livestock and 
corn, fresh and dried vegetables, live 
poultry and eggs. Raw cotton and milk 
prices increased, however. 


September's drop in wholesale prices 


followed the biggest one-month rise in 27 
years, a leap of 5.8 per cent from July to 
August, the period during which 
President Nixon lifted the midsummer 
food price freeze. 


Despite the September drop, however, 


wholesale prices were still 16.6 per cent 
above a year ago. 


Farm products, after leaping a record 


23.1 per cent in August, fell 6 per cent int 
September, the sharpest one-month: 
drop sice February 1948. 


Prices of processed foods and feeds 


also fell 6 per cent last month. 


And when combined with the drop in 


prices of farm products, the over-all 
decline in the category of Farm 
Products and Processed Foods and 
Feeds was 6 per cent on an unadjusted 
basis and 5.2 per cent seasonally ad- 
justed, both the biggest declines on 
record since the government began 
keeping these statistics in 1947. 


Whole prices rose at a seasonally ad- 


justed annual rate of 13.2 per cent idr the 
three months ended in September. 


That compared with a 23.4 per cent 


increase the previous quarter, a 21.1 per 
cent increase during the first three

said Wednesday the document was 
requested last week by the Library of 
Congress, on behalf of an unidentified 
congressman. 


The Burr indictment could become a 


crucial precedent arguing against Ag- 
new's contention that as vice president 
he cannot be indicted for alleged 
wrongdoing while a Maryland state of- 
ficial. 


It charges Burr with murder in the 


death of Alexander Hamilton after a J uly 
11, 1804, duel at \Veehawken, N.j".

Steering the conversation away from 


his marriage, Skelton deplored what he 
called the sad state of American 
comedy. The 60-year-old clown berated 
young comedians for using belittling 
ethnic humor. 


The last major streamlining of the 


Army Guard and Reserve occurred six 
years ago when about 1,000 units, 
including 15 understrength Guard 
divisions, were disbanded. 


With the drastic cutback in the size of 


the regular forces since the Vietnam war 
peaked, the Guard and Reserve have 
been given first line importance in the 
nation's mobilization and war plans. 


For the first time in history, three of 


the Army's 13 regular divisions will 
require early roundout by National 
Guard elements in threa^-of-war emer- 
gencies. 


But, like the regular Army, the Guard 


and Reserve have had difficulty mus- 
tering enough volunteers since the draft 
ended. 


In recognition of this, Congress 


recently approved minor reductions in 
the Army Guard from 400,000 to 372.000 
men and the Army Reserve from 260 000 
to 233,000. 


National Guard sources said thev are 


concerned the Pentagon will hack much 
deeper. Some of these sources say they 
hear talk of cuts ranging up to 1*00,000 
men. 


Pentagon officials directly involved in 


the new study speak cagily when asked 
about possible Guard-Reserve strength 
reductions. "I don't know what direction 
the study will go," said one senior of- 
ficial. 


Without speaking of numbers. Deputv 


Secretary of Defense W i l l i a m P". 
Clements told a group of civil leaders 
late last week that "there are going to be 
some changes" in the level of the Guard 
and Reserve 


"There will be some changes in the 


way we use these forces, the way we 
integrate them on both a training and 
readiness basis with the regular forces," 
Clements said. 


In his order for a detailed study, 


Schiesinger said the experts should try 
to find where Reserve forces can per- 
form missions now handled by the 
regulars at a lower cost. 


One official said the Schlesinger 


memo a;ms "at those areas where the 
Reserve capability has not been 
developed — in manning, training, 
management and equipment." 


The study is expected to take nearly a 


>ear. with recommendations forwarded 
to Schiesinger in time for the preparat- 
ion of the defense budget a year from 
next Jar.uarv.

The indictment was returned by a 


Bergen County grand jury in October 
1804, six months before Burr left office 
as vice president on March 5, 1805. 


Earlier, in August 1804, a New York 


City grand jury apparently had indicted 
Burr and his two dueling seconds on a 
charge of challenging to duel. A news- 
paper story mentioning the New York 
indictment exists, but so far a search of 
New York state records has failed to turn 
up the document, according to an 
archives spokesman. 


Both documents could serve to es- 


tablish that a vice president can be in- 
dicted. 


Agnew's attorneys have based their 


case challenging the authority of any 
legal jurisdiction outside Congress to 
indict or otherwise charge a serving vice 
president on a precedent involving John 
C. Calhoun of South Carolina, who was 
cleared by a congressional committee of 
charges that he accepted bribes while 
serving as Secretary of War. The 
charges had been leveled against 
Calhoun while he served as vice 
president. 


The New Jersey indictment of Burr 


was dismissed in November 1807 on the 
basis of an affidavit from Dr. David 
Hosack of New York. Hosack said 
Hamilton died in his presence in New 
York City on July 12, 1804. The indict- 
ment was based on the assumption that 
Hamilton died in New Jersey. 


The affidavit might seem a flimsv 


legal basis for the dismissal of a murder 
indictment, since the Constitution even 
in 1804 provided for extradition between 
states. 


But Gov. Joseph Bloomfield of New 


Jersey, a fellow Republican and boyhood 
friend of Burr, is said to have exerted 
pressure to end the affair. 


The document, which charges that 


Burr killed Hamilton while "not having 
the fear of God before his eyes but being 
moved and seduced by the instigation of 
the Devil." It was given no special at- 
tention, filed among thousands of other 
cases in the archives. 


Thieves make 
mess at tomb 
of Shakespeare 


STRATFORD UPON AVON. England 


(AP) —Thieves broke into the parish 
church where Wrilliam Shakespeare is 
buried and ripped down a bust of the 
bard, apparently in quest of a scroll 
believed to contain an unpublished last 
play. 


The intruders slightly damaged the 


heavy 340-year-old sculpture as they 
ripped it from the wall of the church with 
crowbars. They then cracked the base 
trying to break it open. 


A week ago John Lowther, an 


American broadcaster, claimed to have 
decoded the inscription under the 
sculpture, consisting of several lines of 
Latin and some Shakespearean verse. 
He said the message was "Within this 
monument Shakespeare leaves aught 
but pages that he hath writ." 


i he intruders apparently were looking 


for a secret cavity that might contain 
those pages. 


The sculpture of Shakespeare with a 


quill pen in his hand was installed 10 feet 
from his grave 34 years after he died in 
1616. 


28 children on list 
of Irish terrorists 


BELFAST. Northern Ireland (A?) - 


The British army says ;t has put 2$ 
children, all believed to be ur.ce- 15 
years of age. on its dangerous 5;st of 
suspected terrorists Two of the children 
were reported to be nine.years old. 


Tr.e army said tne list, made public 


Wednesday night, includes both Roman 
Catholics and Protestants. It said many 
of the children are hardened street 
fighter:- and have planted bombs, shot at 
soldiers and taken part in armed hol- 
dups. 


The youngsters are called the 


"children of hate," and hatred has been 
sown deep in them by the four years of 
Protestant-Catholic warfare that have 
whacked Northern Ireland 


"Forty-one boys and girls aged 16 or 


under were seen to be engaged in 
terrorist actions in the last six months," 
one official reported. "One boy who was 
ojply eight threw a bomb at an army 


truck in Londonderry. Another boy aged 
about 16 wounded a soldier by firing an 
armahte rifle at him," one official said. 
Tne army said two "youngsters" am- 
bushed a mailman, Ivor Vennard, on 
Wednesday in a Catholic neighborhood 
of Lurgan. shot him once and then stood 
over him pumping bullets into his body 
until he died. The young killers escaped. 
Vennard was a former member of the 
Ulster Defense Force, the province's 
mostly Protestant militia. 


There was a second death Wednesday, 


bringing the confirmed four-year toll to 
892. A 23-year-old army lieutenant was 
killed when a parcel bomb exploded in a 
military post in Londonderry. The blast 
critically wounded a captain. 


A man was wounded in an explosion 


near Dungannon, northwest of Belfast, 
before dawn today when a a bomb 
exploded, wrecking his car. Police 
speculated he was transporting the 
bomb and it went off prematurely.

Crowded school may be hindering 
Hortonville education, Obry feels 


HORTONVILLE -The present school 


that houses students from kindergarten 
to senior high school is filled to capacity 
and the education of students may be 
suffering, Supt. Marvin Obry said 
Tuesday. 


In a press release on a coming 


referendum, Obry said that the present 
building was designed to be large 
enough to provide for the closing of 
rural schools in 1966. Enrollment was 
1,452 then but it has risen to 1,939 this 
year. 


To help ease overcrowded conditions 


in the main complex. ;he district has 
continued :o operate ;-AO classrooms in 
the Wide Awake School, has purchased 
four portable classrooms and rents five 
more rooms for classes. The school uses 
two rooms in Ss. Peter and Paul 
Catholic School for kindergarten, and 
rents two classrooms in the basement of 
the Community Hall and rents one more 
room in the basement of Ellington Mu- 
tual Insurance Co. 


Obry also pointed out that the S10.340 


in the 1973-74 budget for classroom 
rental is not eligible for state aids. 


Despite having nine classrooms 


separate from the rest of the school. 
Obry said that "nearly all" junior and 
senior high school departments are 
short of space. He added that the build- 
ing proposal, if approved at the Oct. 20 
referendum, would add space to indus-

trial arts, agriculture shop, science, 
home economics, 
English, social 


studies, library, art, music and physical 
education facilities. 


The limited space also affects course 


offerings and content, he said. The 
library is used for study halls three 
periods a day and there is no room for 
other students to use the facilities. 
Drawing classes meet in the conference 
room, and it is impossible to install 
some of the needed equipment there, he 
added. 


Individual 
teacher-student 


conferences are also limited, since 
teachers must leave their classrooms 
when they do not have a class because 
the rooms are needed for other classes. 
"As a result, students cannot visit their 
teachers when both don't have classes. 
It is impossible for a student to go back 
to the room for special project work 
because the room is unavailable," he 
said. 


Transporting seventh and eighth 


grade math students from the school to 
me community wail each nour last year 
cost students an average of 15 minutes 
daily, he said, and about 225 hours of 
instruction were lost. 


Obry noted that math achievement 


tests given at the end of last year "did 
not show the gains expected," and this 
year junior high English and social 
studies classes are transported to the 
Community Hall. These groups return 
to the school early for library use and 
foreign language instruction. 


He said that the "self-contained 


classroom situation the elementary 
school with four walls every 30 feet is 
not conclusive to the multiunit concept 
presently being used at the elementary 
and intermediate levels." 


Obry added. "Some people in the 


district have been concerned that the 
young and teen-aged pupils attend 


classes in the same building. The 
building proposal would eliminate that 
procedure." He said the seventh and 
eighth grade students would be housed 
in the second floor of the present build- 
ing. 


The proposed $2.2 million referen- 


dum, for the construction of a new 
1,200-student elementary school and a 
$450,000 renovation project to turn the 
present complex into a school for 
grades 7-12, will be decided bv voters 
Oct. 20. 


The board voted last veek to build the 


new school in Hononviile. after a sur- 
vey showed that a slight majority of 
people wanted the building there.

solutions to better health. 


William Gleason saw this problem as

Those who have the 
power during rheir lifetimes are 
looking out for themselves. 


"The young view the elderly as 


something that will not happen to 
them The masses of people are too 
bus\ earning and tend to see the el- 
derlv as those people who are well 
off."" 


In spue of all the data compiled on 


the elderh, Gleason said he is not 
convinced that anyone, even those who 
will be in the same situation in a few- 
years, will do verv much toward 
correcting the problems 


He also saw a need for communica- 


tion between generations — not only 
parent with child, but child with elder 
parent "Maybe we all need to learn 
something about communicating with 
people who are not what thev were at 
40." 


This communication, it was sug- 


gested during later discussion, must 
also include information on services 
that are available to senior citizens 
when they need specific kinds of as- 
sistance.

who eat between meals get approxima- 
te!} one-fourth of tneir recommended 
caione intake from snack foods It also 
indicates that man\ of these foods are 
nutritious. Some foods contained good 
amounts of protein. nbofla\ in and Vi- 
tamin C.

Children have unique capabilities 


Just as children have unique per- 


sonalities, the ways in which they learn 
also are unique. To be effective, 
teaching 
needs 
to 
complement 


children's way of learning. 


"The unique capabilities of children 


should not be dismissed by simply say- 
ing, 'You must learn in this fashion,' " 
says Dr. Charles D. Schoenwetter, 
pediatrics instructor at the Family 
Health Service, University of Wiscon- 
sin-Madison. 


"For a learning-teaching 
environ- 


ment to be effective, we must identify 
children's assets, their ways, or 'what 
works' for them." 


Some children learn better from what 


-hey hear, and others from what they 
see. -It's important to recognize 
children's preference and start where 
they're at. Insisting they respond to a 
different learning technique will only be 
frustrating —for the adult and the child. 
Failure to learn is often the result of the 
•A-rong kind of instruction, not stupid 
children. 


"We have been asking the question 


What's wrong' for too many years. It is 
necessary to ask 'What works' for this 
particular child," Dr. Schoenwetter 
believes. 


The goal of teaching is learning, not 


resting children's performance. Dr.

Schoenwetter 
gives the following 


example of a test: "In five steps you can 
learn a particular task. If you have not 
learned to perform the task in five steps, 
you have failed." But if the strategy is 
such that children are allowed to be 
successful in eight steps or 10 or 50, then 
they are not failures. 


Repetition is a good learning tech- 


nique once adults become comfortable 
using it. Repeating instructions in a 
commanding or degrading way won't 
help. Breaking the task down into 
smaller parts and repeating the parts is 
helpful. 


Rephrasing the instructions and 


emphasizing a sequence (first —then — 
lastly) are other ways to help learning. 
The all important question for the adult 
is, "What does it take for me to help 
children be successful," not "What are 
they doing wrong." 


Give children a way to succeed instead 


of fail. Once they think of themselves as 
failures, they will be, and the label will 
stick throughout their lives. 


Immediate response and praise are 


important, but just telling them they are 
OK isn't enough. Accept children at 


their level and show them you approve 
of them. If you believe they will succeed, 
they probably will. 


Understanding and accepting the way 


in which children learn is especially 
important when they enter school. A 
teacher is faced with many children 
with many learning styles! Material 
presented in a "normal" way may miss 
many pupils. 


More communication between parents 


and teachers could help. The two are not 
opponents, rather they complement 
each other with their goai being the 
success of the children. Noting what 
works for parent and child helps the 
teacher set the direction for classroom 
learning. 


Dr. Schoenwetter feels that it is an 


economic and social necessity for 
children to be successful. By recogniz- 
ing learning problems early, at a siage 
where parents, teachers and perhaps 
the school psychologist can deal wi'ih 
them, the cost is small. 


If problems are allowed 10 continue, 


costs increase and society pays twice. 
"We pay for their care and we lose their 
contribution to a produciive socieiv."

passed a bill^o provide $400 million in 
government subsidies next year to ailing 
urban mass transit systems, but the 
measure faces a possible presidential 
veto. 


A veto was predicted \Vednesdav by 


House Republican Leader Gerald r*ord 
of Michigan as a coalition of big-city 
congressmen steered the bill to a narrow 
219-195 passage. 


Ford said a veto was assured if the bill 


goes to President Nixon in the form it left 
the House. A similar proposalhas 
already passed the Senate. 


Sponsors said the federal subsidies 


were needed to help bail out existing, 
debt-ridden mass transit systems while 
new improved systems are being 
designed and built. 


The legislation would provide funds to 


help transit systems with day-to-day 
operating expenses, including assis- 
tance to help hold down fares. 


This aid would be in addition to funds 


available for new buses and other capital 
investments under the federal Highway 
Act signed by Nixon last ALfust. 


The bill passed Wednesday after the 


House flip-flopped on a key provision on 
the subsidies. First, Republicans suc- 
ceeded in knocking these subsidies out of 


the bill, but a later vote restored them 
2!0 to 205. 


The closeness of the vote on both the 


subsidies and on final passage of the bill 
itself indicated little likelihood the 
House could override a veto, which 
requires a two-thirds vote. Congress has 
yet to override a Nixon veto this vear. 


During debate, Rep. Bill Frenzel, R- 


Mmn., an opponent, said the operating 
subsidies would perpetuate ineffective, 
low-service mass transit systems. 


But Rep. Ray Madden, D-Ind., a 


supporter, said, "You will hear from 
some of these people in urban areas if 
this is turned down. Traffic jams are one 
of the great problems of today. The 
money in this bill should be tripled." 


The $400 million in the bill would be 


distributed in fiscal 1974-1975.

Aldermen, on a 19-! vote that saw 


only Aid. Walter Kalata (2nd) dissent- 
ing, cleared the way for a decision by 
the town sanitary district to accept the 
city's offer or dfil! its own wells! 


Two things must be clarified before 


that can be done, Grand Chute town 
and sanitary district chairman ira 
Livingston said today. First, the city 
must assure the town that it will serve 
the town district if it expands in the 
future, something Livingston said will 
probably happen before the water 
starts to flow in the yet-to-be-Iaid 
water lines of the new district. 


Livingston said the town district 


must also determine that paying for a 
tie into the city water system will be 
cheaper than the town district's 
drilling its own wells. 


Both questions must be clarified 


before the district board can vote to 
accept the city's offer of service. 


City Any. David Geenen said today 


the council's initial authorization 
Wednesday covers only the existing 
water district, which is roughly 
bounded by Casaloma Drive, Spencer 
Street, Wisconsin Avenue and the 
city's western boundary. If the town 
expands its water district and wants 
additional city service, he said, the 
council would have to grant specific 
authorization.

proceeded by several aldermen's 
remarks that furnishing city water to 
town residents would be a cooperative 
effort that would benefit both. 


The state Department of Local Af-

"The small businessman is going 


down the chute while the majors take 
over," the chairman said in his first 
. public comments on the energy crisis. 


"It's a manufactured situation so the 


majors can get the price they want 
without competition from the indepen- 
dents," he said. 


"There are sharp politicians in the 


Middle East just as there are here," he 
said, adding, "They (in the Middle 
East) aren't going to stop selling oil to 
the majors. 


"All during the Vietnam war there 


were gas price wars. Now there is no 
war, no price wars and no gas," he 
said. 


The gas price increases in Wisconsin 


will restrict gas tax hikes to support 
the highway building program. 


Of the 11 cents per gallon gas tax in 


Wisconsin, seven cents are tunneled 
into the highway program. 


Huber suggested 
that "manufac- 


tured" energy crises would severely 
hamper the state highway program 


because legislators would be reluctant 
to add another two cents to already 
spiraling gas prices. 


The crisis, Huber said, "will con 


tinue until the (N'ixon) Administration 
puts a stop to it." 


The competition between indepen- 


dent and company-owned stations 
already has been curtailed sharplv as 
a result of a federal Cost of Living 
Council action which allows the majors 
to raise prices to jobbers while 
prohibiting the jobber from passing 
the raise onto the consumer. 


Hufaer suggested that the action, 


which apparently has the blessing of 
the administration, would be putting 
thousands of independents out of 
business. 


"These are businessmen and tax- 


payers in your community." Huber 
said, adding that the demise of the 
local retailer couid mean a sharp cut- 
back in iocai taxable propertv.

Patrick J. Lucey's plan 
to consolidate into a transportation 
commission all agencies which now 
oversee highways, aeronautics and 
planning.

Violent crimes decreased while 


crimes agamst property increased in 
northeastern Wisconsin between 1971 
and 1972, a compilation of the records 
of police stations ar.d sheriff's depart- 
ments by the East-Central Region 
Criminal Justice Planning Counc-1 has 
indicated. 


The violent crimes — murder, forci- 


ble rape, robbery and aggravated as- 
sault (involving senous bodiiy harm) — 
dropped 
from 331 in 
197~i 
to 303 


during 1972, the report said. 


Meanwhile, the incidence of reported 


property crimes increased from 8,643 
during 1971 to 8,994 last year. 


For the 10-county region, the violent 


crime incidence was down 9 per cent in 
1972, and the property crime incidence 
up 4 per cent. 


In the five-county Fox Valley area of 


Outagamie, Calumet, Fond du Lac, 
Winnebago and 
\Vaupaca, 
the 
in- 


cidence of violent crimes dropped 17.8 
per cent while the property crime rate 
rose 11 per cent. 


Daniel Van De Hey, regional plan- 


ning director of the agency, released 
the report recently. It didn't carry 
explanations of the statistics, but 
included a report of the number of 
arrests, adult and juvenile, per type of 
crime. 


However, Van De Hey pointed out 


that comparing arrests to number of 
reported 
crimes isn't a fair com- 


parison because there is no informa- 
tion in the report on the number of 
persons involved per crime. Some- 
times, several persons commit one 
crime while other times one person 
may commit several crimes. 


The report separates the incidence 


and arrests for serious and less 
serious, adult and juvenile crimes. 
Among the less serious, there was a 69 
per cent increase in the arrests for 
drug and narcotic violations in the 
region and a 7 per cent increase in the 
five-county area. 


Calumet quadrupled its drug arrest 


total between 1971 and 1972 from 13 to 
53 while Brown and Fond du Lac each 
doubled theirs. 


Among the serious crimes, the 


report indicated that there were four 
murders in the five-county area and 15 
in the 10-county area during 1971 and 
eight and two, respectively, during 
1972; in forcible rapes, the 1971 totals 
were 30 and 21, and in 1972, 18 and 
seven; in robberies, 63 and 34, and 104 
and 64, and in aggravated assaults, 223 
and 160, and 173 and 107. 


Among the property crimes, in 1971 


there were 4,040 burglaries in the 10 
county area and 2,102 in the five-county 
area, and in 1972, 3,948 and 2,099, res"- 
pectively; in thefts of $50 or more, in 
1971, 3,934 and 1,827. and 4,409 and 
2,451, and in auto thefts. 669 and 359, 
and 637 and 335. 


The area county totals showed that

The judge also cautioned the jury that 


it is not its concern "whether a person is 
immune from indictment or trial." This 
is the constitutional challenge Agnew's 
lawyers have raised in seeking to halt 
the grand jury investigation on grounds 
a vice president cannot be indicted.

"What political future I may have had 


has been virtually wiped out by what I 
did and what I was involved in," he said. 


"Those who live by the sword die by 


the sword," Kelly said. "And I feel that 
these hearings can serve no better 
function than to exemplify the necessity 
of keeping our political system free of 
the things that can make politics corrupt 
and eventually ineffective." 


Both Kelly and Benz have been 


granted immunity from prosecution for 
any testimony they give that may 
incriminate them.

Nixon says he will not endorse anyone for 
the 1976 Republican presidential 
nomination "until they have been in the 
field of battle" in the primary elections 
that year.

misunderstanding, Nixon said the 
senator has a right to seek the 
presidency if he desires, as do "several 
governors or former governors who 
might be a candidate, as wej^as the 
mayor of Indianapolis (Richard togar) 
or a number of senators and-one or two 
House members."

Conspicuously absent f^m Nixon's 


list was Vice President Spiro T. Agnew. 
An White House aide said this had no 
significance because Nixon was talking 
off the cuff. Included, as an ambitious 
former governor, was John D. Connally, 
who often has been described as the 


President's current favorite for the 
nomination. 


Seeming relaxed as he faced reporters 


in the White House press center, Nixon 
said he has never asked Agnew to resign 
because of the bribe-taking allegations 
he faces and defended as "altogether 
proper" Agnew's vow not to resign even 
if indicted. 


At the same time, Nixon said the 


allegations being made against the vice 
president "are 
serious and not 


frivolous." He defended Assistant Atty. 
Gen. Henry E. Petersen, Agnew's prin- 
cipal target in contending he is the vic- 
tim of persecution. Said Nixon i 


"If I did not support Mr. Petersen's 


handling of the investigation he would 
have been removed at this time." 


Questioned about troubles of his own, 


Nixon restated his refusal to turn over 
White House tapes to Watergate inves- 
tigators. And regarding federal spend- 
ing on his California and Florida estates, 
Nixon declared, "I think full statements 
have been made over and over again on 
this. 


Asked about his own international 


travel plans, Nixon said he hopes to visit 
Europe in the next three or four months,

And he said a trip to 
Japan by the end of next year still is in 
the offing.

WASHINGTON (AP) —Farm and food 


product prices fell a record 6 per cent 
last month to lead the biggest decline in 
overall wholesale prices in 25 years, the 
government reported today. 


The big drop in %vholesale food prices, 


expected to start showing up on 
supermarket shelves in coming weeks, 
indicates this year's great food price rise 
may be slowing down. 


The Labor Department's Wholesale 


Price Index showed the over-all decline 
in wholesale prices during September 
was 1.8 per cent on an unadjusted basis 
and 1.5 per cent when adjusted for 
seasonal variations. 


The over-all unadjusted decline last 


month was the most in any month since 
a 1.9 per cent drop in February 1948. The 
seasonally adjusted drop last month 
matched the seasonally adjusted decline 
in February 1948. 


The sharp decline in farm products 


reflected lower prices for livestock and 
corn, fresh and dried vegetables, live 
poultry and eggs. Raw cotton and milk 
prices increased, however. 


September's drop in wholesale prices 


followed the biggest one-month rise in 27 
years, a leap of 5.8 per cent from July to 
August, the period during which 
President Nixon lifted the midsummer 
food price freeze. 


Despite the September drop, however, 


wholesale prices were still 16.6 per cent 
above a year ago. 


Farm products, after leaping a record 


23.1 per cent in August, fell 6 per cent int 
September, the sharpest one-month, 
drop sice February 1948. 


Prices of processed foods and feeds 


also fell 6 per cent last month. 


And when combined with the drop in 


prices of farm products, the over-all 
decline in the category of Farm 
Products and Processed'Foods and 
Feeds was 6 per cent on an unadjusted 
basis and 5.2 per cent seasonally ad- 
justed, both the biggest declines on 
record since the government began 
keeping these statistics in 1947. 


Whole prices rose at a seasonally ad- 


justed annual rate of 13.2 per cent for the 
three months ended in September. 


That compared with a 23.4 per cent 


increase the previous quarter, a 21.1 per 
cent increase during the first three

Dump 
sought 
for park 


NEW LONDON — A petition asking 


the city to clean up the old Montgomery 
Street dump and develop it into a usable 
park or playground area for children in 
the 3rd Ward was referred Tuesday to 
the planning commission for study- 


Aid. Al Weeden (3rd), who presented 


the petition to the council, said that 
about 180 residents of that ward signed 
the paper. To show that interest in the 
park develop was not just centered in 
that ward, he said, the people also 
collected about 50 signatures for other 
areas of the city. 


He noted that the only recreation area 


on the east side is Franklin Park, the 
small parcel by the Chamber of Com- 
merce building. He pointed out that 
Franklin Park is filled with trees, and 
there is no room for playing baseball, 
basketball or football. "For the kids to 
get out and unwind with basketball, 
football or baseball, there really isn't 
anything there," he added. 


He also pointed out that there were no 


schools nearby where children have 
fields to use for recreation. 


He said the Montgomery Street dump 


is available, and the people were 
prompted to the petition when they 
learned that New London Industrial 
Opportunities Inc. may want the land 
for industrial development. 


He said that all other city wards have 


accessible parks for the children, 
however, the petition brought sharp 
criticism from Aid. Gilbert Kroll (1st). 
He said, "\V"e have too many parks now, 
and we're park poor." 


Mrs. Isabel Schoenrock, the park 


board chairman, pointed out that the 
city has eight parks with a rota! of 147 
acres of land. -'We can't keep up 
another one," she said. "It could be a 
playground, though." 


Weeden reasoned that the 3rd Ward 


needed and deserved the park, but Kroli 
interjected that "I don't look out for on- 
ward. I look out for the city. The next 
thing you know they'll want backstops 
and even-thing, and where would the 
money come from?" 


Weeden asked that the land "at least" 


be cleaned up and leveled, so area 
children could fix their own fields there 
and use the land.

While the $7.50 a foot price for an

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Shock therapy for felons 


Recent disclosure that the newest state budget contains 


wording making it possible for public offenders, other than 
those convicted of first or second-degree murder, to be 
eligible for parole the minute they arrive at the state prison 
or reformatory, has produced the expected cries of protest. 


When Sanger Powers, administrator for the Division of 


Corrections, sent a letter to judges and district attorneys 
informing them of the change, legislators and some law 
enforcement units bellowed that criminals were being given 
•'instant parole" eligibility. 


What the opponents of this provision call instant parole 


eligibility is just that. But the presumption that convicted 
offenders, including sex offenders, will walk the streets 
within days after sentencing reveals a lack of knowledge of 
state statutes as well as a lack of confidence in the state 
parole board. 


The old law required that convicted first degree mur- 


derers serve at least 20 years before parole and second 
degree murderers at" least two years. It also stated that 
other offenders must serve at least one year if no other 
minimum is stated. 


The new law removes the one-year restriction and puts the 


fate of the offender in the hands of the parole board. It was 
done to enable judges to make use of a practice known as 
"shock therapy" whereby offenders are given a brief taste 
of prison life in hopes that it will shock them into rehabili- 
tation. 


This practice has been used extensively in Ohio but still 


requires that the offender meet qualifications of the 
parole board before being released. 


It is also a misconception that sex offenders will be 


included in "instant parole." Rapists and those convicted of 
serious sex offenses must be cleared by a special review- 
board before being paroled. 


Statistics show that crime in Wisconsin is increasing and 


that many of the crimes are being committed by persons 
who have been imprisoned at one time or another. It is a 
clear indication that the state's offender rehabilitation 
program still needs improvement. 


To use the fear tactic of stating that convicted criminals 


will be walking the streets shortly after they get out of court 
is to mislead the public and help stir up an already sensitive 
issue. 


If the new provision is a good one, it will quiet all those 


who insist that stronger law and order laws are the only 
answer. If it proves to be a bad law, it can be corrected with 
the knowledge that another direction must be taken in the 
area of offender rehabilitation. 


But until these answers are delivered, the new law 


deserves support in hopes that offenders as well as the 
public may benefit by our prison system. 


Sex discrimination before the court 


The United States Supreme Court, which started its 


current term this week, will naturally be watched for any 
rulings on the Watergate tapes or the Vice-President's 
situation. But there are other issues before the court that in 
the long run may be more important for the American 
people. Included are three that specifically concern 
women's rights. 


Two women teachers, one in Ohio and the other in 


Virginia, have challenged local requirements that a preg- 
nant teacher leave her job a specific time before the child is 
expected. Female sales personnel in the woman's depart- 
ment of Robert Hall Clothes, Inc., in Delaware are protest- 
ing the higher salaries paid to men working in the men's 
department. A woman student at Eastern Kentucky 
University objects to different regulations in men's and 
women's dormitories.- 


Unfortunately the cases are not only that of sex 


discrimination. Health and safety can be brought into the 
pregnancy case. The men's department makes more money 
so it can be argued that it has more to pay out in the clothin* 
store case. However, it is difficult to understand the 
dormitory regulation differences except in cases when they 
are adopted by the residents themselves. We've come a long 
way from the old idea that if the girl students had to be in 
their rooms at an early hour, then the bov students would go 
home and study too, a classic example of discrimination 
against women for a purpose really involving men. 


In the light of the emotional opposition that has irra- 


tionally developed regarding the Equal Rights Amendment 
as demonstrated in supposedly progressive Wisconsin last 
spring, application of non-discriminatory policies through 
the courts may be necessary.

Indignation is justified 


But in the case of Mr. Agnew there is 


no question of senatorial privilege. It is 
too late now to repair the reputation of 
the Vice President, pending the jury 
trial. But his indignation as expressed 
to the ladies in California is thoroughly 
justified. It would be reassuring if some

oriented groups were to vow to take 
action, after Mr. Agnew's case has been 
transacted by the courts, against the 
Justice Department officials who leaked 
the stories, in order to re-establish the 
institution of truly secret grand jury 
proceedings. 


Meanwhile, Mr. Agnew must sense 


the slipperiness of his defense as it is 
publically understood. Notwithstanding 
his case against the Justice Depart- 


ment, it has the feel of abstraction to it. 
e\-en as his case against the triability of 
a sitting Vice President has a feel of 
abstraction to it. I do not say that good 
men cannot give up their lives for the 
cause of pre-trial justice, or for the 
division of powers: merely that it is 
more satisfying when the people who do 
this are not the same as those who stand 
to derive benefits from the institutions 
in question. Mr. Nixon arguing that -a 
president's tapes ought not to be made 
available under any circumstances fo 
anyone is more attractive when arguing 
the case heatedly in defense of his 
predecessor as president, or his suc- 
cessor. Similarly, Mr. Agnew, though 
greatly wronged by the Justice Depart- 
ment, is less resonant complaining 
about its injustices to him, than to 
others. 


This leaves him, really, powerless to 


act effectively except in confuting the 
specific charges leveled against him. 
Here, of course, he needs the apparatus 
of the law: he needs his lawyers to 
cross-examine his accusers under oath. 
There is no way to remove the cloud 
until this happens. If that cloud then 
dissipates, you're going to see the wil- 
dest exoneration in recent history, and 
Mr. Agnew's tormentors will then be 
wishing, most ruefully, that they had let 
well enough alone.

Employment rate 
holds stubbornly 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The nation's 


unemployment rate stood stubbornly at 
4.8 per cent last month as a larger than 
expected number of teen-agers 
remained on the job, the government 
said today. 


The Labor Department, reporting an 


essentially unchanged nationwide job 
picture for the fourth straight month, 
said the labor force — the number of 
people holding and seeking jobs —fell 
less than it usually does in September 
because more teen-agers decided to 
continue working rather than return to 
school. 


Because of this situation, the depart- 


ment figured that total employment 
increased by 700,000 by taking seasonal 
factors into account. It was the first 
monthly increase in employment since 
June. 


The labor force usually declines 


sharpl}' in September as young people 
return to school. The decline was so mild 
this year that the department figured a 
seasonally adjusted 750,000-person rise 
in the labor force, with teen-agers 
causing most of that increase. At the 
same time, this number of jobs declined 
less than usual for September, and the 
government figured a seasonally ad- 
justed increase of 700,000 to 85.1 million. 


Seasonal adjustment is used bv 


government statisticians to discount 
seasonal fluctuations in job patterns. 


The September report was a prime 


example of how that technique can show 
a rise in the number of people working 
and the labor force when there is an 
actual decline. 


Actually, the civilian labor force 


dropped from 90.1 to 89 million and the 
number of people working fell from 85.9 
million to 84.8 million.

U.S.S. Midway arrival 
is protested in Japan 


YOKOSUKA, Japan (AP) -Arrival of 


the U.S. aircraft carrier Midway today 
brought out several thousand demons- 
trators protesting plans to make 
Yokosuka the flattop's home port. 


The student and union demonstrators, 


closely watched by thousands of riot 
policemen, staged their protest in front 
of the U.S. Navy Base in Yokosuka. 
about 30 miles southwest of Tokyo. There 
were no reports of major incidents. 


Japanese and American sources es- 


timated that about 5.000 demonstrators 
were involved in the protest. Gates to the 
base were barricaded by buses and 
trucks with water cannon along with riot

snakedanced past. 


About 1.000 had protested earlier in 


the day. 


Maritime Safety Agency officials said 


at least 20 boats joined a protest on the 
sea as the 900-foot. 51,000-ton carrier 
steamed in. One carried a big banner 
reading: '"Midway stay home." 


The agency dispatched 20 patrol boats 


to keep watch, but there was no trouble, 
officials said. 


The leftists said making Yokosuka a 


home port for the Midway -.vouid turn it 
into a forward support facility and a 


possible target in case the United States 
became involved in a war. 


Noting that planes based on the Mid- 


way have the capability to carry nuclear 
bombs, they also questioned whether 
nuclear weapons would be aboard the 
flattop, something that would violate 
Japanese government policy banning 
nuclear weapons in Japan. "The U.S.- 
Japan security treaty requires the 
United States to consult with Japan 
before making major changes in its 
military men or equipment here. 


That treaty, which pro%'ides for U.S. 


bases in Japan and for the United States 
to defend Japan, is also a target of lef- 
tists, who want the bases closed. 


Navy officials said the use of Yokosuka 


as a home port would mean more ef- 
ficient use of the U.S. 7th fleet ships in 
the western Pacific, since the Navy's 
size is being cut. They aiso said it would 
help the morale of the Midway's 4,000- 
man crew, since about 1,000 families of 
Midway sailors would come to Japan in 
the next 10 to 12 months to live.

explain to people exactly what I was 
doing, who I was working for, or what 
we would be doing together. During 
the minal period of my employment, I 
myself had no specific idea as to what 
I was doing or how I was to do it. 


"I did indicate to people I "recruit- 


ed" that their tasks would be to picket 
vanous Democratic candidates under 
the guise of working for a rival 
Democratic candidate, to ask difficult 
questions at news conferences, and, if 
possible, get someone to work in a 
candidate's headquarters.

Gratz served as chairman of the

priority matters for the October session. 


"Some of the issues should be killed,"

No-fault insurance, under which traf- 


fic accident victims could be assured of 
more rapid financial help, was one of the 
matters which Lucey said should be 
given early consideration. 


But the Senate tabled it, with senators 


saying they would consider it later. 


After a half hour was wasted with a 


Capitoi evacuation because of a bomb 
hoax, senators settled down to debate for 
several hours on animal cruelty. 


A bill containing new guidelines for 


prohibiting cruelty to animals was 
eventually approved on a voice vote and 
sent to the Democratic-controlled As- 
sembly. 


The bill would apply anti-cruelty laws 


to al! birds and warm-blooded mam- 
mals, humans excluded. 


A Democrat, Sen. Wayne Whittow of 


Milwaukee, complained senators '"have 
spent more time on adequate housing for 
cats and dogs today than we have spent 
on adequate housing for people this 
session." 


The bill alters the definition of cruelty 


to include acts which cause "unneces- 
sary or unjustifiable" pain, suffering, 
injury or death. 


It would prohibit sales of chicks, 


ducklings and other immature fowl by- 
department stores during holiday 
periods. 


Senators sent to the Assembly a bill 


which would pool for investment pur- 
poses assets of several retirement funds. 


Included are the Wisconsin Ret- 


irement Fund, the state teachers' ret- 


irement system, the Milwaukee 
teachers' retirement fund and the con- 
servation wardens' pension fund. 


The Senate also approved and sent to 


the Assembly a joint resolution directing 
the Legislative Council to study the 
feasibility of allowing the federal 
government to collect Wisconsin income 
taxes. 


The animal cruelty bill was opposed by 


some senators who argued the new res- 
trictions could inhibit agricultural. 


"This bill is like killing a fly with a

Democratic Gov. Patrick J. Lucey had 


suggested the Assembly not try to get 
involved in the subject until a state study 
committee can make proposals involv- 
ing taxpayer subsidy of candidates. 


Democrats met in private caucus for 


two hours Wednesday before moving 
ahead on the debate. The majority 
leader. Rep. Anthony Earl of Wausau, 
said he could muster enough votes to 
approve some form of campaign fiscal 
reform.
